SEEKING NEW HOMES. 

Th« South Conteitlng with tho Watt 
for Sellleri. 

It l» Intrro^fliiK to watch tho dif- 
ferent pml(frnt ion movemonta which 
areffnin^on just now in tliia coun- 
try. ThoRiiuthcrn impers cinim thnt 
there is evidenee of a very decided 
turn of tide from the west to 
the south, the region nround 
Memphis beinjf the prinelpnl Mecen 
of the ineominx pilf^rims. From 
ChienKo, on the other hand, come 
reports of tho usuni spring rush 
of immigrants, though it is ac- 
knowledged that the numbers nro 
notso great os during some former 
seasons. This, however, is accounted 
for on tho ground that the reports 
of hard times in this country hove 
pcnetrate<l to Germany and Scandi- 
navia, whence the principal exodus 
has lately set forth. Many have 
been deU'rred from coming by fear 
of not being able to find work, but 
the influx, even under these unfavor- 
able circumstance, has been so great 
as to allow tho west to put up a 
strong cose against tho souliicrn 
claim of superior attractions. Chi- 
cago, ns the port of entry to the 
greater west beyond, has Itsrallway 
stations crowded dully with foreign- 
ers, mostly Swedes, T)onos and Nor- 
wegians, who are pressing on to 
find homes and employment. Their 
number moy be counted by scores 
and hundreds. Memphis Is more 
definite, and claims that over a 
single tributary railway were 
brought in since December 1 ovei; 
five hundred carloads of household 
furniture belonging to immigrants 
who had come to that section to 
live. Moreover, the south claims 
that ex-Qov. Northen's colonisation 
scheme will soon bring into Georgia 
about twelve liundrcd settlers, most- 
ly union veterans and their families; 
and Florida, watchful of this experi- 
ment and desiring to emulate it, has 
asked Its lcglslatun> to take meas- 
ures to attract colonists to some of 
the unoccupiofl parts of its terri- 
tory. These are only a few of tho 
migratory movements and plans that 
can be traced without difllculty, and 
they indicate an evident attempt on 
the part of the south to comiiete with 
the west in offering inducements, 
not to manufacturers and capital- 
ists alone, but to immigrants and 
home builders as well.— N. Y. I’ost.
